5. The mean thermometer was 70.4, or 5.6 low- 
er than the previous week. 

The Sanitary Iuspeotors report the sanitary 
condition of the city as good, aad state that 
there is at present no case of smali-pox here. 
The report of the Health Officer shows that 514 
nuisance notices were served during the week, 
and that 528 nuisances were abated; 101 sewer 
notices served, and 101 sewers connected ; 
demnped, 18 quarters of beef, 
bounds of fresh meat, 1 
mutton, 48 pounds smoked ments, 890 pounds 
meet eye 383 dozen eggs, and other articles in 
smalier quantities. He alao exhibited the spleen, 
kidneys, and 2 portion of the liver of a cow 
which had been found on the prairie unable to 
walk and there had been slaughtered, and the 
carcass taken to Sberwin's slaughter-house. The 
next day a pel ry suffering from the 
same disease was slaughtered at the same place, 
and the meat of both was ae unfit for 
use.

Ihe Court was occupied nearly the entire day 


in hearing arguments to the objections in the 
matter of the State and county taxes, the test 
one being that of Mr. Griggs, of the firm of Bon- 

ney, Fay & Griggs, in behalf of the Rosehill 
Cemetery Company. The objection raised by 
quite a number ot the objectors that the taxes 
were void by reason of some of the Assessors 
not returning their books to the County Clerk by 
the Ist of July, was overruled by the Court, as 
other sections of the law made ample provisions 
in case such failure should ocour.

As beautiful a fight as anybody would care to 
see occurred in the Democratic Convention of the 
Twelfth Ohio Congressional District, which ad- 
journed yesterday. There were no blows ex- 
changed, of course; but for good, honest hating 
the occagion was unsurpassed in the annais of 
recent American politics. Five candidates, all 
‘** leaders in the party, were up for nomination. 
They were the Chairman of the State Central 
Committee, the Chairman of the State Execu- 
tive Committee, the Speaker of the House in the 


.| Legislature, an ex-member of Congress, and the 


President of the late Democratic State Con- 
vention. The gentleman last mentioned 
will be more generally recognized as 
Gen. Thomas Ewing, who, besides his eminent 
services to the party, enjoys the rather remote 
claim to distinction conveyed by the relationship 
of brother-in-law to Gen. Sherman. We notice 
all these honorable officers in detail with a view 
of showing the kind of “claims” that were 
pressed before the Convention and the queer sort 
of thing American political conventions have 
come to be. Five hundred and twenty-nine bal- 
lots were taken to decide between the contest- 
ants. The one finally chosen was A. J. Walling, 
Chairman of the State Central Committee. 


The special dispatch from New Orleans giving 
further particulars of the Coushatta massacre, 
which we publish this morning, is from Re- 
publican sources. It should be read with 
some allowances for the prejudices of 
the writer. Even with this correction, 
it will be distressing to honest people 
of both political parties in the North. The six 
murdered men were all of Northern birth, and 
all officers of the Union army. Their principal 
offense appears to be the holding of offices to 
which they were elected after they had been 
„requested to vacate them by a meeting of 
border ruffians.. They were thrown into jail for 
riot,“ which consisted in acts of self-defense, 
and were escorted thence out of the town in the 
direction of Shreveport by a guard of their 
own choosing. There is reason to suppose that 
the guard had agreed with certain men unknown, 
said to be Texans, but probably residents of 
Coushatta, to kill the prisoners in some 
secluded spot, at a convenient time. At 
least, it is said that the journey to 
Shreveport was by a roundabout and 
unfrequented way. We deprecate these out- 
rages in the South as sincerely as any organ of 
the Administration ; but we cannot yield to the 
logical faculty which argues that the way to sup- 
press them is to elect a certain set of Con- 
gresamen from Chicago, or to pass a bill 
compelling white and negro children to attend 
the same schools. One would think, to read the 
comments of the Republican press, that the 
Civil-Rights bill was a riot act, and Congres3- 
men the officers chosen to arrest murderers in 
Louisiana. 
ILLINOIS MANUFACTURES. 

The disclosures before the State Board of 
Equalization reveal the extraordinary fact that 
the Revenue law of Illinois, in proposing to tax 
property by valuation so that every person and 
corporation shall pay a tax in proportion to the 
value of his, her, or ite property, requires that 
all property owned by corporations shall be taxed 
at 100 cents on the dollar, while like property 
owned by other persons is to be valued at from 
25 to 50 cents on the dollar, and to be taxed ac- 
cordingly. 

Some corporations are indeed chartered mo- 
nopolies. But of the corporations in Illinois. 
nine-tenths, and even a greater proportion of 
them, have no monopoly. The great number of 
the corporations in this State are manufacturing 
associations, having no special privileges, 
and which take that form of doing 
business for the convenience of sepa- 
rating and dividing individual interests. 
The advantages of corporations are that the 
parties can carry on business continuously with- 
out interruption by the death, or failure, or re- 
tirement of any of the partners; that personal 
interests are represented in the exact proportion 
of capital invested, and that holders of this 
capital may withdraw, sell out, and convert their 
interest without producing any change in the 
firm, or interrupting the business. These con-. 
veniences cannot be found in mere personal 
partnershipe. It is the only form of doing 
many kinds of business where capital held by 
persons not actively engaged in the business 
can be advantageously invested and managed. 
The “franchise,” otherwise than as a business 
convenience, has no value,—the entire property 
of the corporation being represented by its 
tangible property. 

Now, how does the Revenue law of Lilinois 
treat property held by manufacturing com- 
panies? Six men subscribe $250,000 to pur- 
chase buildings, machinery, tools, and materials 
to carry on the manufacture of iron-wares. 
Their capital is represented by the tangible 
property visible to the Assessor. This property 
is assessed, like all other property, at 50 per 
cent of its value, and the owners pay taxes on 
$125,000. Six other men subscribe a like sum 
for a like purpose, and they file a certificate of 
organization, and by. the general law of the 
State are authorized to do business as a corpora- 
tion. All their capital is invested in the tangible 
property visible to the Assessor: the “ fran- 
chise” is a mere technicality for the 
convenience of regulating the affairs 
of the firm. The Revenue law requires 
their tangible property to be assessed, 
and it is so assessed, like other property, at 
$125,000, So far, the constitutional requirement 
and guarantee of equality is maintained; but 
the la requires the State Board of Equalization 
to assese this corporation an additional $125,000, 
—the difference between the assessed value of 


ite stock, and hence, the six men doing business 
under a corporate name pay 100 per cent more 
taxes on the same amount and kind of property 
than the six men who do business under the 
name of Smith, Jones & Co. They pay this ad- 
ditional tax not only for all State purposes, but 
for ail county and town purposes. : 

Experience has proven, not only in [Illinois 
but in every State, that to successfully induce 
capital to invest in manufacturing business the 
corporate form of partnership is essential. 80 
long as this act of incorporation confers no 
special right, nor any right whatever not equally 
open to all other persons, the “ franchise” be- 
comes an empty technicality, comferring no 
monopoly and of no possible value, save as & 
convenient fiction of the law for the transaction 
of business with the general public and be- 
tween the partners. These corporations have no 
capital or property save what is invested in sub- 
stantial and visible buildings or chattels; yet 
our law discriminates against capital thus 
employed by taxing it 100 per cent higher 
than capital invested in like property Im any 
other form. 

The State Board of Equalization has been e- 
clared by the Supreme Court to be, within its 
jurisdiction, a judicial body, whose judgments, 
in the absence of fraud, are above and beyond 
review or reversal by any court in the State. 
Within ite jurisdiction, its action is final. The 
power to assess corporations is specially com- 
mitted to that Board, and is by law taken 
out of the hands of the Assessors. The consti- 
tutional provision has but one meaning, and that 
is that every person and corporationshall pay a 
tax in proportion to the value of his, her, or is 
property.” Taxing the property of u corpora- 
tion, because it belongs to a corporation, 100 per 
cent higher than property of like value owned by 
individuals, is not executing the Constitution in 
letter or spirit, but is directly in violation of 
beth. The State Board has before id official in- 
formation that the visible taxable y of 
this State is assessed at an average not 
exceeding 40 per cent of ite real value. 
It has no power to increase this aggregate of 
assessment, and must equalize on that basis. In 
the exercise of ite orginal jurisdiction as the 
Assessor of the value of capital stock of 
corporations (less the value of the visible 
property of such corporations), what is its duty, 
sitting as a court of last resort, to compel “‘ every 
person and corporation to pay a tax propor- 
tionate to the yalue” of their property, and no 
more? Can it assess the property of one class at 
100 per cent higher than the property 
of like value held by another? Can that be a 
proportionate tax? Is it just? or honest? or 
constitutional? The law may require all 
property to be assessed at its full value, but 
when the Board has knowledge that all the 
property belonging to individuals is assessed at 
50 per cent of its real value, can it conscien- 
tiously assess the property of corporations 100 
per cent higher and not feel that it is violating 
the Constitution ? 

We ask the Board of Equalization, sitting as 
a court to “equalize” taxation, to consider 
the effect of this process upon the investment 
of capital in Illinois. If every dollar of capital 
invested in this State in manufacturing is to be 
taxed double what the same amount of capital 
otherwise investéd is taxed, how much capital 
will come here, or, being here, will stay here ? 
There is a very natural desire in all parts of 
the State to encourage manufactures; and 
there is a very large portion of the population 
who insist on taxing the publie at the custom- 
houses to protect and support them; but how 
can they be induced to come here when the law 
of the State and the Board of Equalization 
assess their property 100 per cent more 
than other property of equal value, and 
do so because it is capital invested in car- 
porations ? Let members of the Board look 
over the State, and see the numerous instances 
where capital invested in manufactures has been 
driven off to other localities because of the ex- 
cessive local taxation. Does the Board want to 
make this expulsion of capital general? Does it 
wish to place a prohibition upon the introduction 
of capital into IIlinois by establishing the rule 
that all capital held in the name of corporations 
shall be assessed and taxed 100 per cent higher 
than any other form of property of equal value ?

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THE ALABAMA SCARE. 

It is a dull season at Washington. Newspaper 
correspondents consequently pick up items 
wherever they can find them, and pay slight re- 
gard to their truthfulness. Just now, the myth- 
ical murders are all happening in Alabama. 
There are a very few apparently authentic re- 
ports of outrage, but the vast majority of the 
stories are mere rumors, without a shred of 
evidence. The sudden outbreak of outrages in 
this particular State is readily explained. It is 
of very great importance to carry the fall 
election in Alabama. The great prize is not the 
Gubernatorial chair or the control of the Leyis- 
lature. It is the Judiciary. The men who 
will expound the law for the next eight years are 
to be elected this fall. Such spoils are eagerly 
striven for. The stronghold of the , 
gers and their colored followers in each Stats 
has been the Judiciary. They have owned their 
Judges as Fisk owned his, and they have been 
emboldened thereby, as he was, to fearlessly 
defy public morality and decency. The Con- 
servatives of North Carolina rejoiced far more 
over their regaining control of the Supreme 
Bench than over their sweeping victory in the 
election of Congressmen. Whichever party in 
a Southern State possesses the sympathy of the 
courts holds the key of the situation. In 
Alabama, as in most of the Southern 
States, the legality of the issue of 
several sets of bonds will soon have 
to be judicisity passed upon. There is one par- 
ticular batch of $2,000,000 that an upright Judi- 
ciary cannot fail to declare illegal. In 1872 Ala- 
bama chose a Republican Governor and a Demo- 
cratic Legislature. The latter convened and 
instalied the Governor. He then at once recog- 
nized another Legislature (Republican) sitting 
outside the State-House. This body voted an 
issue of $2,000,000 in bonds. They went into 
the vaults of New York private bankers, who 
are said to have paid 10 cents on the dollar for 
them, although the State Treasury never re- 
ceived a cent. A compromuse was patched up at 
Washington by Attorney-General Williams 
between the two Legislatures, so that they were 
fused together. The Democrats had a majority 
in one House of the compromise Legislature, 
the Republicans in the other. The condition of 
this arrangement was, however, that the legali- 
ty of the $2,000,000 isene should not be ques- 
tioned! Of course the bonds have never been 
paid, and never will be paid, unless a corrupt 
Judiciary affirms their legality. The loss will fall 
upon ne innocent holders. The whole lot is in 
the hands of those who, by greedily buying all 
sorte of Southern bonds at « few cents on the 
dollar. offered o standing temptation to carpet-

tors did all that any Northerner could do to de 
moralize Southern politics, It is rare poetic jus- 
tice if they suffer for their sins now. When 
so much is hanging upon the election, 
it w not strange that the Alabama carpet- 
baggers are doing their best to foment the hate- 
ful passions, North and South, on which their 
continuance in power depends. It is the easiest 
thing in the world to concoct a lie about out- 
rages hundreds of miles away. We may expect 
to hear stories that are worse and worse as the 
day of election draws near. It is well to remem- 
ber the gory rumors from Viekeburg, the call for 
Federal troops to prevent the massacre of the 
blacks by the whites, and the complete quietus 
given to these senseless stories by the peaceful 
election. If Reconstruction, after nine years’ 
trial, has proved such an utter failure as Repub- 
licans now assert it to be, the fact shows the 
folly of letting that party botch the job again. 
Let the Federal Administration keep its hands 
off, and let the States work out their own salva- 
tion. No other power can do it for them. 


FIRE-PROOF ROOFS. 

The letter printed in our last issue from ex- 
Mayor Medill to Mr. Coolbaugh, upon the ques- 
tion of making Chicago a fire-proof city, con- 
tains, among others, one very important point, 
namely, the protection of roofs. As the roof 
is the weakest point of construction in our 
buildings, and the point most exposed to fire, 
Mr. Medill’s recommendations are already be- 
ginning to receive attention from property- 
owners. Wooden roofs are the rule and wooden 
cornices universal. Tar-covering has been 
proved wofthless. It is not only no protec- 
tion in cake of a large fire, but it almost 
invariably exposes a building to leakage. A very 
small hole in a tin roof may damage a building 
very materially, and it is next to impossible to 
find it. The tar and gravel covering is no better, 
for water will eventually force its way through, 
and in case of fire it only contributes the best 
kind of fuel to the flames. With what, then, shall 
we cover our roofs? Mr. Medill makes two sug- 
gestions, which he has derived from hie observa- 
tions: First, that all buildings hereafter con- 
structed and those already built and covered with 
tar and felt roofs must have spread over the same 
an ample coating of first-class cement; ar (sec- 
ond), be replaced with roofs covered with tile, 
slate, or metal. The second recommendation is 
hardly practical The great majority of our 
roofs are flat, and not adapted to slate or to the 
corrugated tile-work which is so common in 
Europe, and another objection to tile-covering 
would probably be found in the expanse of tiles 
in this country. The cement-coating seems to be 
the most feasible ; but where shall we get 
the material which will stand beat, cold, 
and stormy weather without cracking and giving 
way? The Portland cement has already been 
tried and found wanting by the Hon. J. D. 
Caton, who made an experiment with it on parts 
of his property in this city. After it had been 
on a short time, he found that it cracked badly 
and great pieces ehipped off, so that he was 
obliged to remove it and put on tar and gravel 
again. The Roman cement, which is so durable 
im Italy, is not easily procurable here. Is there 
any other cement which can be made available 
for this purpose ? We have no doubt if the ma- 
terial can be found that int job or patent ce- 
ment, there are numerous property-holders here 
who will be quick to avail themselves of it. 


THE PORTO RICO STORY. 

James A. McMaster, editor of the New York 
Freeman's Journal, has made, or rather has af- 
forded the material for, a sensation. In an artl- 
cle entitled German Intrigues for a Foothold 
in American Islands, published several weeks 
ago, he conveyed to the American people the 
startling intelligence that during the present 
year there had been negotiations between the 
Spanish Republic and the Empire of Germany 
for the cession of Porto Rico to the latter power. 
The theory is that Porto Rico ws to be the eon- 
sideration paid to Germany for its recognition of 
the Spanish Republic. Weare further assured 
by the same authority that the Spanish repre- 
sentative at Washington received instructions to 
ascertain how the United States would look upon 
the cession of Porto Rico, temporarily ar per- 
manently, to the Government of his Majesty the 
Emperor.” The publication of this information 
of course attracted attention very generally, es- 
pecially in New York, Washington, and Madrid. 
Mr. McMaster’s editorial was republished in the 
New York Herald, in the Sun, and in a Spanish 
paper published there. The New York Tribune 
and Evening Post had each its say about it. 
McMaster was interviewed by reporters from 
the Herald, the Sun, and the Graphic. He was 
the lion of New York for atime. But more than 
this. Of course Seoretary Fish had to be inter- 
viewed, for it was assumed that he ought 
to know all about the matter if there 
was any truth in the report. For a like rea- 
son the Spanish and German Consuls in 
New York were interviewed. McMaster asserts 
most positively that there is absolute truth in 
the report of the cession of Porto Rico to Ger- 
many. He is ready to stake his existence on it; 
that his publication was made in good faith, 
and that he has made no mistake. He bad pub- 
lished letters, in his paper, to and from Admiral 
Polo in confirmation of his assertion, He was 
unwilling to give the sources of his information, 
because it would cost a man—his informant in 
Spain, we suppose—his life. He promises, how- 
ever, after a little delay to publish the docu- 
ments in his possession, and refuses to do so at 
present only because to do so just now would 
be fatal to somebody.” A Herald correspondent 
called on Secretary Fish to obtain what informa- 
tion he could about the dispatch said to have 
been sent by Admiral Polo, Spanish Ambassador, 
to Spain in relation to the “cession.” The Seo- 
retary ceased to smile, says the Herald reporter, 
and began to frown, informing his interlocutor 
at the same time that he must not be interrogated 
with regard to the diplomatic affairs of 
the Government. On being informed by the 
correspondent thai he had no inclination to pry 
into the diplomatic affairs of the nation further 
than to ascertain what the Secretary of State 
thought of the article in the Freemarys Journal 
on the cession of Pogto Rico, he replied that 
„any man was a d——d fool who would pen such 
an article as that in the Freeman’s Journal, and 
that he was surprised that the type-setter did not 
at once perceive the absurdity of the article and 
send it back to the editorial room.” He pronounced 
the whole statement a falsehood, and added that 
if Spain bad any purpose in ceding Porto Rico to 
Germany, the American State Department was 
not aware of it. Commenting on the letter of 
its correspondent, the Herald says that is a mat- 
ter of notoriety that the editor of the /reeman’s 
Journal is ‘‘the recognized plenipotentiary of 
Don Carlos iu this country "; and thinks there 
may be seme foundstion for the 
report. The Tribune is imclined to de- 
lieve #0, too, for the reason that of 
late the Jreeman’s Journal has bad “ some

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CHIVALRY AND WASH-BILLS. 

The recent aggressive operations of the Acting 
Mayor of St. Louis in Madison, Wis., all on ac- 
count of his wash-bill, furnish a new case of 
chivalry, and at the same time clearly illustrate 
the difference in modes of settlement of dis- 
puted points between the South and the North. 
In this case there was a demand that the Acting 
Mayor of St. Louis should pay for the washing 
and ironing of his shirta, collars, and handker- 
chiefs. This does not seem to be unreasonable. 
Laundry work must be done. Even Southern 
chivalry cannot always go dirty. If laundry 
work is done, it ought to be paid for, even if 
Southern chivalry has to pay for it. There is no 
doubt about that. These points being conceded, 
what are the circumstances? Some laundry 
work was done for the Acting Mayor, for which 
the wife of the Mayor aforesaid refused to pay. 
The landlord of the hotel thereupon declined to 
deliver the Acting Mayor’s boiled shirts until 
they were paid for. This was clearly his right. 
No man is expected to deliver goods until they 
are paid for. The Acting Mayor of St. Louis 
did not look upon it in this light. The fact that 
a Northern hotel-keeper should keep the boiled 
collars of Southern chivalry was an insult which 
could only be wiped out with blood. He rushed 
to the office of the hotel, and demanded of the 
publican he should retract his insult. The pup- 
lcan was not aware he had insulted anybody, 
as it is the custom in Madison not to deliver 
goods until they are paid for, except to those 

ving credit, and u had not occurred 
to him that the Acting Mayor of St. 
Louis had credit at his shop. Boniface had the 
baited shirts, but he hadn’t any apologies. The 
Southern heart was now fired, and the Acting 
Mayor of Ss Louis rushed at the innkeeper of 
Madison with intent to do bodily harm. Then 
the low-minded innkeeper took the Acting 
Mayor by the throat, and, having got him into 
chancery, proceeded to take the conceit out of 
him. Then the Acting Mayor drew a pistol, and 
somebody knocked it out of his hands, tifus put- 
ting the two combatants on terms of equality 
again. Then the Acting Mayor stormed, and 
blustered, and raved, and Boniface put him out 
doors. Then the Acting Mayor threatened, and 
Boniface had him arrested for assault with intent 
to kill. These episodes of the contest over 
the boiled shirts mark the difference between 
the chivalry of 8:. Louis and the vnigar ideas 
in Madison. It was bombast and pistols against 
law and fists. The hotel-keeper proved himself 
the better man of the two in the use and choice 
of weapons and the wiser man of the two by ap- 
peal to the law. The Acting Mayor of St. Louie 
was acting -very badly, but he has evidently 
found out that Madison is not a profitable place 
for euch exhibitions of chivalry. The hotel- 
keeper still has the borled shirts, and the Acting 
Mayor has the outside of the house and the 
privilege of appearing for trial upon crimmal 
charges. The most touching episode of all this 
scrimmage is that, even should the Acting Mayor 
of St. Louis escape punishment for his offense, 
he must still submit to the injury of paying for 
the boiling of his shirte, or go without them.

In the death of John Henry Foley, the Irish 
sculptor, briefly reported by telegraph a day or 
two since, Art has lost one of its most brilliant 
representatives.
